REPORT OF THE SELECT BOARD 


Your North Hampton Select Board is pleased to submit its annual report for the 2019 calendar year and fiscal year 2019 
which ran from July 1, 2018 to June 30, 2019. The Select Board is the governing body of the Town. We are obligated to 
observe statutory duties, manage the prudent affairs of the Town, and carry out the policies adopted by town meeting. 


The annual report is intended to recap major activities, provide a snapshot of the Town’s fiscal position, and give thanks to 
the many volunteers, appointed residents, elected officials, and staff who manage all the affairs of our wonderful community. 


Our finance director Ryan Cornwell, bookkeeper Anne Kenny, and treasurer Barbara Dewing manage the Town’s daily 
accounting, purchasing, payroll, debt and cash management services, banking relationships and investments. This team 
plays a critical role in the development and analysis of the annual operating budget and budget presentation. Once again, 
the Town received a clean audit, with no deficiencies. 


The 2019 equalized value of property in North Hampton is $1,190,733.350, up slightly from $1,187,642,950 in 2018. Our 
total tax obligation is $19,888,989. 


Our total tax obligation balances property value against operating expenses, local and state education funding obligations, 
and county funding obligations. The breakdown of the 2019 municipal tax rate is as follows: 


Town: $ 4.95* from approved operating expenses and warrant articles _ totaling $ 5,924,883 
Local Education: $ 8.65 from approved operating expenses and warrant articles __ totaling $ 10,303,229 
State Education: $ 2.11 from an obligation of $ 2,476,779 
County: $ 0.99 from an obligation of $ 1,184,098 


Municipal Tax Rate: $ 16.70 


*The municipal/Town portion of the tax rate was reduced $.03 through a combination of setting overlay at $105,000 and 
the use of $140,000 from the unassigned fund balance. 


At $16.70 North Hampton holds the 8" lowest tax rate among the 37 communities in Rockingham County. Since 2009, 
North Hampton has ranked no higher than 9" and as low as 6" for lowest tax rate in the County. 


The current amount retained in the Town’s unassigned fund balance is $2,423,870 which represents 10.92% of general fund 
operating expenses. Any funds approved by the legislative body that are not expended in the fiscal year are transferred into 
the fund balance. The fund balance is analyzed when setting the Town’s bond rating; funds can be used to offset the tax 
rate; funds can be used for one-time purchases; and funds can be used in an emergency situation. 


Town Clerk/Tax Collector Susan Buchanan and her staff, Patricia Lee and Patricia Booker, are charged with numerous and 
varied responsibilities, including administering to the tax bills after the Select Board sets the tax rate, keeping all vital 
records, processing all registrations and licenses, and filing records with the appropriate state agencies. The work of the 
Town Clerk and her team also includes management of the elections including processing ballots and maintaining the voter 
checklist. We owe our gratitude to Susan and her staff. 


Turnout at the March election was 1081 residents, including absentee ballots. There was strong, favorable support for 20 
of the 21 Select Board warrant articles. Only one Select Board warrant article, “land and building acquisition”, did not 
pass. Favorable Select Board warrant articles included: 


e An operating budget set at $7,161,370. 

e A 3-year collective bargaining agreement with the New England Police Benevolent Association, which includes 
our represented public works employees. 

e Much need weatherization improvements to the town administration and police building. 

e Upgraded surveillance equipment for both inside and outside the police department. 
Paving of the entire town campus (the Select Board unanimously voted to pay for this warrant article with funds 
from the unassigned fund balance).

The Select Board and Town Administrator draft a series of short-term and long-term goals soon after the March election. 
Many goals designed to streamline and enhance residents’ experiences and administrative services have been accomplished. 
Several more require more time. 


Possible renovation, expansion, and/or reconstruction of the North Hampton Public Library is still in discussion, as is the 
future redevelopment, renovation, and/or reconstruction of the fire, police, and town administration buildings. These are 
complicated issues that have long-term implications for public safety, taxes, and community services. 


Document management remains a high priority. A digital record of documents will provide greater public access to records 
as well as provide relief of space needs for hard copies. Identifying the company that can provide the best services to both 
staff and residents is on-going. 


Economic development along Route | (our industrial/business zone) remains a priority. The Select Board encumbered 
$14,400 to hired Ironwood Consulting to create a development design for that area. The design will balance the interests 
of residents and businesses along the corridor. This type of project is very long-term, but certainly has short-term goals 
that can be met along the way. 


Water quality and availability remain priority goals for the Board. Aquarion Water Company meets quarterly in public 
meeting with the Select Board for updates on water quality, quantity, and for updates on levels of PFCs, PFOA, and PFOS 
chemicals in well water. Our Town Administrator and members of the Select Board regularly attend Coakley Landfill 
Group meetings. 


The Town contracted with master restoration carpenter, Mr. John Schnitzler, for a thorough exterior conditions assessment 
report on the Town Hall. Mr. Schnitzler identified problematic areas requiring repair and/or restoration and provided 
recommendations on how to fix those areas. Mr. Schnitzler was hired to complete the work on the Town. We are very 
pleased to report that the repairs and restoration were completed ahead of schedule and under budget. 


Glen Bosworth, the Town’s Building Inspector and Code Enforcement Officer for many years, died suddenly in April. 
Glen was not only a “jack of all trades”, but he was master of most: master plumber, master electrician, master pipefitter. 
Glen served North Hampton right up until his untimely death. We will all miss him. 


Travis Murry succeeded Glen as our Building Inspector and Code Enforcement Officer. Travis now handles all the 
building-related permitting and inspection issues submitted to the Town. Travis is a true professional in both the trades 
and in his service to our Town. His duties include consultations, on-site inspections, review of updated codes, and the 
administration of the permitting applications. Effective building inspection and code enforcement functions require a 
working knowledge of the Town’s land use ordinances. Planning and Zoning Administrator Rick Milner and Circuit Rider 
Jenn Rowden of the Rockingham Planning Commission continue to work with Travis regularly to ensure compliance with 
federal, state and local ordinances. 


The team of our own North Hampton Community Media, including director John Savastano, Troy Klidaras, and Luke 
Bednarek continue to enhance live broadcast of public meetings, rebroadcasting of meetings on Town Hall Streams, and 
availability of programming on YouTube and Facebook. Their work provides residents with access to meetings and 
information 24 hours per day, 7 days per week, 365 days per year. 











Recreation Director Joe Manzi is tireless in his efforts to provide wide range of recreation activities for everyone in our 
community. Recreation includes: programs for adults, children, youths, and teens, field trips for kids and seniors, ski club, 
WinterFest, breakfast with Santa, egg scrambles, pancake breakfast, Programs for Active Senior Adults (PASA), Old Home 
Day, Coyote Club, and much more. Thank you, Joe for your commitment to our town. 


Successful town managers and administrators seem to exude a beacon of success making them attractive candidates in other 
communities. Such is the case with our own Town Administrator Bryan Kaenrath. Bryan will be leaving North Hampton 
to assume the mantle of City Manager in Saco, Maine. The Saco city mayor, councilors, and residents will quickly discover 
that Bryan is absolutely qualified as a municipal manager, skilled as a consensus builder, and driven to help his community 
become and remain vibrant. Bryan’s time may have been short in North Hampton, but leaves a lasting impression on all 
of us. 


Finally, each year we try find just the right words to thank Jan Facella for all her contributions to our community. “Thank 
you” just doesn’t seem like enough given the wide range of responsibilities Jan manages every single day, including, but 
certainly not limited to: posting meetings and public hearings, posting minutes, managing our town website, providing 
applications and permits to residents as requested, ensuring all required official documents are signed by the Select Board 
in a timely manner, preparing the Select Board packets, preparing budget binders, organizing the annual report...... the list 
goes on and on. Thank you, Jan for all you do!

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REPORT OF THE TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


To the Citizens of North Hampton: 


As the year passed the Select Board and your Town employees have diligently worked to improve 
the services provided to our residents. Whether it be managing the daily affairs of our community, 
responding to various emergency calls, providing high quality recreational programs or assisting 
with various permitting processes residents may be involved in, our caring staff stands ready to 
ensure that what 1s important to you will continue to be accomplished as quickly and efficiently as 
possible. 


At this time, I would be remiss if I did not recognize our former Town Administrator, Bryan 
Kaenrath, for his hard work and strong customer service during his time with our community. In 
his time in North Hampton he provided strong leadership while moving important projects forward 
for our residents. In early December he announced he would be accepting a position with the City 
of Saco, Maine as City Manager. We wish Bryan the best of luck in his future endeavors and 
would like to assure residents they will continue to receive the highest level of service as the Select 
Board searches for a suitable replacement in Early spring. 


The Economic Development Committee continues to move forward in researching and planning 
for the next generation of business in North Hampton. By studying positive and negative 
ramifications to commercial development within our community, the committee has spent much 
of the year working to develop an innovative plan for a Town center development project by 2030. 


Environmental concerns with the Philbrick Pond Saltmarsh continued after the 2017 study of the 
area funded partially by grant funds. The Board is currently working with the conservation 
commission, the state of New Hampshire, residents and engineers 1n orders to affect changes which 
will ultimately improve the health of our marsh over the long-term. 


Facilities remain an issue before the Town. Listening to voters, who appeared to favor a slowed 
approach to building replacement rather than the previous town campus approach, the Board has 
worked to design a new Public Library on the Homestead property adjacent to remaining Town 
services. This allows for a phased approach for the future utilizing the current library building for 
Town offices which allows space above the Police station to be utilized for future expansion of the 
Police Department. Maintenance work on the Town office building, the Historic Town Hall and 
customer parking areas was completed this fall. Continued maintenance work will assure that 
residents receive the longest lifespan possible for their investment in public buildings. 


Financially, our Town is assuring that services are provided to the community in the most 
economical and prudent fashion possible. Our undesignated fund balance is at a level which would 
provide the best rates available in the event of a bond issuance and the Select Board recently 
utilized $140,000 from the fund balance to assist with lowering the tax rate for the coming year. 
Our community continues to see our local economy rise, this coupled with stable home prices and 
an affordable tax rate will assure our community continues as a sought-after location within the 
State of New Hampshire and a great place to raise a family.

Roberta Burns, Moderator, called the meeting to order at 8:34 am with approximately 


35 in attendance. She welcomed all to the 275th Town Meeting. The Town was 
incorporated in 1742. She asked Jim Maggiore to lead us in the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Madam Moderator introduced the Supervisors of the Checklist Hope Miller, Jane Morse 
and Kevin Murphy and Susan Buchanan, Town Clerk/Tax Collector, Select Board 
Members Jim Maggiore-Chair, Kathleen Kilgore, Larry Miller with Town Administrator 
Bryan Kaenrath and Ryan Cornwell, Finance Director. Also introduced were Fire Chief, 
Michael Tully and Police Chief Kathryn Mone. She then asked Jonathan Pinnette- chair 
of the Budget Committee to introduce his committee. Mr. Pinnette introduced himself 
and had the committee introduce themselves Rick Stanton, Tamara Le, Chuck Gallant, 
Laurel Pohl and Frank Ferraro. Mr. Pinette also opened the Budget Committee meeting. 
Brian Goode joined a short time later. Madam Moderator introduced herself. The 
Moderator thanked John Savatano for the set up the room along with Troy and Luke. 


The Moderator then brought to the attention of the audience the Moderator’s Rules. She 
then read:

You are also notified to meet for the Second Session of the Annual Town Meeting, to 
elect town officers by official ballot and to vote by official ballot on the warrant articles as 
they may have been amended at the First Session, to be held at the: 


North Hampton School,

We had 582 permits issued this year, down from 683 the previous year. I took over as full time 
Code Enforcement Officer/ Building Inspector/ Health Inspector in late July. I’ve continued to work with 
our Select Board, Town Administrator, and state agencies such as NHDES Shoreland and Wetlands to 
ensure all work in town is done above board and to protect our water ways and lands for the future. I’ve 
also fielded many calls and emails ranging from code complaints to helping to new businesses navigate 
their options in North Hampton, always trying to be as helpful as I can. I look forward to the new year as 
I will try to get new ordinances approved based on complaints I’ve heard from our residents. I will also try 
to get a new permit fee structure implemented, based on surrounding communities, to bring additional 
revenue to the town.

FIRE & RESCUE 


In 2019 your Fire/Rescue Department saw the successful completion of the one-year probationary period for Firefighters 
Paramedics Maryssa Goodrich and Steve Turner. With the departure of Firefighter Tangney, the department hired 
Firefighter Steve Milata who will be finishing prerequisites and enrolling in Paramedic school in the near future. The 
department is now at full staff and is beginning a regional training program with the Towns of Rye and Greenland. It is 
the hope that this training program is the first of several regional collaborations which will assist each of our communities 
in providing the best service possible to our residents. 


In addition to responding to requests for emergency assistance, department personnel have performed hundreds of fire and 
life safety inspections within the community and continued their work in the school with Firefighter visits on Friday as 
well as during the afterschool program. Relationships built with children at a young age is a goal of the fire prevention 
program and will continue to be a priority in your department. 


The department also worked with the Capital Improvement Program committee to design and put forward a warrant 
article to replace the current ambulance in the department. Fees from ambulance billing are returned to a capital reserve 
account which allows the department to replace aging equipment without any further cost to the taxpayers. Acquiring the 
new ambulance will assist in assuring the community receives enough funds to continue this practice in the future. 


The year ended with 1,269 emergency calls for service. The call breakdown can be seen below.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The men and women of the North Hampton Police Department have been proud to serve the citizens of this beautiful New 
Hampshire town for another year. We hope that our service has resulted in your feeling safe and secure while you are at 
home or out enjoying the community. In 2019, we are grateful for the various expressions of gratitude the citizens of North 
Hampton have shown us. We truly appreciate hearing from you and I would encourage you to contact the department if 
you have questions, concerns or ideas on how we can improve our service. 


The members of the department had another great year of a community engagement. We collaborated with the North 
Hampton Business Association in several areas, including a Facebook game dubbed “Covert Cruiser,” which highlighted 
North Hampton officers alongside local businesses. We also continued productive partnerships with the North Hampton 
School and the Recreation Department. I am proud to say, the department flag football team went undefeated to win this 
year’s Turkey Bowl Trophy at the annual North Hampton Recreation Thanksgiving Day tournament. In addition, Officer 
Kyle Manlow, was chosen to represent the police team in the annual Police versus Fire Charity Hockey Game benefiting 
the Children’s Hospital at Dartmouth. Officer Manlow was one of the top fundraisers and has, once again, been chosen to 
represent team police in 2020. 


The Police Department benefitted from being fully staffed for the entire year. The process of hiring new officers is intense 
and time consuming, and vacancies can place a strain on officers who are forced to fill vacant shifts. As a result, we have 
been able to focus efforts by providing additional training for our officers and improving our service. I am extremely 
thankful we could spend the year focusing on providing services to the town and developing our current team of officers. 


Deputy Chief Joshua Stokel has announced his retirement, effective January 31, 2020. Deputy Chief Stokel dedicated 20 
years of service to the North Hampton Police Department. His leadership, institutional knowledge, and dedication to the 
citizens of North Hampton will be difficult to replace. We wish him well in his future endeavors. 


In November, we announced, Officer Tim Scott, as the third recipient of the annual Peter Cormier Memorial 524 Award. 
Officer Scott accepted his award at the November 20th Select Board Meeting, with his parents and girlfriend in attendance. 
Officer Scott delivered an acceptance speech in which he emphasized the positive attributes of all members of the 
department and truly shined a light on how Officer Cormier impacted this department and the community. 


One of the benefits of having a fully staffed department has been our ability to be more proactive in our enforcement of 
quality of life issues, most notably, traffic violations. Our 2019 statistics for Motor Vehicle Stops reflect an increase from 
last year’s total of 1,266, to 2,356 this year. Many of these traffic stops resulted in arrests for Driving While Intoxicated, 
Drug related offenses, and summonses for various violations of law, including driving while using a mobile electronic 
device. Thanks, in part, to a grant from the New Hampshire Office of Highway Safety, we were able to pay officers to spend 
additional time focused on traffic violations. It was a valuable opportunity to increase traffic safety with no fiscal impact 
to the taxpayer. We hope you noticed our increased presence on the roadways and hope to continue these efforts into 2020. 
I have included some statistics below to demonstrate the work of our team. 


In October, our community was struck by tragedy when a house fire claimed the lives of an adult and small child. The 
brave actions of North Hampton’s Police and Fire Departments, along with the teamwork of surrounding town and state 


' agencies, prevented further tragedy and loss of life. I would be remiss if I did not recognize the toll these events have on 
_ first responders and want to take this opportunity to commend those involved for their professionalism and hard work that 


evening and in the days to follow. 


_ As your Chief of Police, I would like to again, thank the residents and business owners of North Hampton for their continued 


support of the department. Our team will continue to evaluate our efficiency in order to provide the North Hampton 
community with the best possible services. In closing, please do not hesitate to contact me if you have questions, concerns, 


or compliments regarding the services the police department provides.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


The Department of Public Works (DPW) is comprised of the highway, solid waste, and the recycling/ brush divisions. 
The department is responsible for maintaining the municipal infrastructure that includes streets, buildings, parks, and the 
recycling complex. Weather is a key factor in the work we perform at the department. The region experienced above 
average temperatures and average precipitation during 2019. 

In 2019, we had 28 winter events requiring plowing and/or roadway treatment. The above average temperatures were 
responsible for a winter season with heavy wet snow, ice, and rain. The Fall season was light except for a couple of early 
snow events in late November and Early December. During the winter season, our main focus at the highway department 
is to keep our roads safe for the traveling public. 


Catch basins and culverts were cleaned during the spring and fall seasons. Road reclamation and paving projects were 
completed on Spruce Meadow, Lafayette Terrace, and Park Circle. Asphalt overlay projects were completed on Goss, 
North, and Mill Roads. A section of the Center Cemetery was reconstructed and paved. A parking area reconstruction 
project was completed at the town complex during the summer and fall. The highway department is responsible for the 
maintenance of approximately 33 miles of roadway. We continued our summer roadway maintenance program including; 
mowing, street signs, pavement marking, litter pick up, pavement repair, and trimming. We removed several trees and 
hanging limbs in the town right of ways. The department provides annual maintenance for the municipal buildings, 
grounds, and common areas at various locations in town. 


The North Hampton highway department hosted two successful bulky waste collection days this year at the brush 
facility. The recycling center continues to sort, bail, and load materials for market. A total of 118 tons of various 
materials were recycled at the center in 2019. Residents also recycled 430 tons of material curbside in 2019. The 
residents of North Hampton, with the combined tonnage from the center and curbside, recycled 35 percent of its waste in 
2019. The Brush/ Compost area continues to process yard wastes such as brush, leaves, and garden materials. The center 
is open 8:00 AM — 4:30 PM on Saturdays from April to November. Wood chips and ready-to-use compost are available 
to residents for their personal use. 


42 North Hampton households participated in the annual household hazardous waste day sponsored by the Southeast 
Regional Refuse Disposal District held at the Brentwood Highway Department in September. North Hampton is a 
member of the 6 Town Disposal District. 

I would like to thank the entire public works team for their dedication in performing the duties of the department. The 
staff appreciates and would like to thank the residents of the Town of North Hampton for their continued support of the 
Public Works Department. 


We look forward to providing quality service to the community of North Hampton in the upcoming year.

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Report of the Welfare Department 


The Welfare Department assists North Hampton residents unable to provide for their own documented shelter, food, 
medication, utility or other emergency needs. It provides assistance to qualified individuals and promotes self- 
reliance through guidance and referrals. 

The Town provides emergency assistance to individuals and families who “are poor and unable to support 
themselves” (NH RSA 165). By law, any North Hampton resident expressing a need for help may file an application 
for assistance. As long as NH RSA 165 remains in effect, the Town will always be exposed to this variable cost of 
liability. 


Welfare recipients are required to apply for other programs, make specific payments with their income, and document 
an active job search. 


While most welfare recipients are unable to do so, the law requires them to make reimbursements for town assistance 
when they are financially able. 


Welfare Department services include: 
e Determining qualified applicants, processing requests for service and making referrals; 


e Administering emergency assistance vouchers based on New Hampshire law and the Welfare Guidelines 
adopted by the North Hampton Select Board; 


e Monitoring changing federal/state law and regulations.

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An Expansion and Renovation Plan for NHPL 

After listening to voters’ feedback at town elections and in surveys, the Library Trustees developed a separate, detailed 
plan for the expansion and renovation of the current library building, a practical alternative that will serve the 
community decades to come. The Trustees continued publicly vetting this fiscally conservative proposal throughout the 
year. We still recognize that North Hampton needs a library building that is both modern, functional and accessible to all 
cross-sections of our community. 


This plan involves wrapping a 5,000 square-foot, single-story addition around 3 sides of the existing building. The 
approach saves the still-structurally sound facility (exterior load bearing walls) and doubles the size of the library while 
keeping operation costs at current levels. The expansion and renovations will be phased to allow the library to remain 
operational during the construction process. This plan also eliminates the need to purchase land and the cost of building 
from scratch on a new site. Again, this design takes advantage of key elements that have already improved or replaced 
with library capital funding allocations approved by voters in recent years, including the roof, ceiling lights and parking 
lot. 
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After a very promising vote in the March 2019 town elections, the Trustees, NHPL staff and its supporters are hopeful 
that North Hampton will see progress and opportunity in the future. This project will be built with a combination of 
public and private funds. We are grateful voters have supported every request for funds raised by taxation for the 
Library Capital Reserve Building Fund. Special thanks to all the library patrons that have given generously to the Library, 
Friends and Foundation. We hope that we can count on your support in March 2020.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


In 2019, the Planning Board approved a new Minor Site Plan procedure to provide a speedier and less costly 
process for an applicant or property owner who plans to make a minor change on a lot where a site plan 
already exists. Both minor site plan applications this year were approved. 


The Board adopted a new template for updating the Town’s Master Plan, first used by the Agricultural 
Commission. The Agricultural Commission worked diligently to prepare a new Agriculture Chapter 
adopted by the Board on August 20. The Board also adopted a Preamble and a one page Vision Chapter for 
the Master Plan with the goal of having a foundational document that will concisely articulate the desires 
of the citizens affected by the Master Plan and better acquaint different segments of the community with 
the goals of the Master Plan. 


Throughout the year, the Board heard 22 applications, one of which involved a very complicated set of 
circumstances around adjoining parcels in Rye and Little Boar’s Head requiring multiple meetings of all 
Planning Boards with jurisdiction. 


All applications were approved this year, as is normally the case, with the following exceptions: Two Site 
Plan Reviews came late in the year and will carry over to 2020 for decisions, and the one Design Review 
and two Preliminary Consultations are informal discussions with no official action taken. 


Here is the breakdown of 2019 cases: 

e 4 Site Plan Reviews 

e 2 Minor Site Plan Reviews 

e 7 Conditional Use Permits: one each for (1) more and larger signs than allowed by the ordinance, 
(2) temporary signs, (3) an accessory dwelling unit, (4) temporary structure, (5) driveway 
construction in wetlands buffer zone (case included 2 voluntary lot mergers and a lot line 
adjustment) and two for ground-mounted solar arrays 

e 1 each: condominium conversion, change of use, voluntary lot merger, conditional approval 
extension request, landscaping performance guarantee release, temporary structure 

e 2 Preliminary Consultations 

e 1 Design Review 


The Board approved several changes to the Town Zoning Ordinance for consideration by voters on the 
Town Warrant in March 2020. Most significant were: 

e Allowing relief of some wetlands buffer setback requirements on a lot with previously disturbed 
wetlands if the applicant agrees to remediate some of that disturbance. 

e Changing the Town’s zoning map to visually clarify that the underlying zoning district regulations 
apply even if a parcel lies within the Aquifer Protection District, the Conservation Land District, 
or the Wetlands Conservation District. 

e Requiring that at least one unit of a planned duplex be designated as workforce housing.

Updating Inventory of Conservation Land: 
North Hampton has approximately 1631 acres of conservation land, approximately 18% of the Town’s total land 


area. The Database of Conservation Land in North Hampton is posted on the Town Website and updated periodically. To 
learn more about the Town’s conservation parcels and the hundreds of acres of conservation land that are open to the public 
for year-round recreational enjoyment, please refer to the Conservation Commissions section on Town website for a look 
at the North Hampton Conservation Properties and the Conservation Commission’s Trail Map Brochure and Guide. 


Placing Protective Covenants on Conservation and Tax Acquired Properties: 


In 2019 protective covenants have been placed on approximately 31 acres of conservation land and an additional 40 acres 
of land conservation restrictions were strengthened, all to be added to the Conservation Land Database. These properties 
include sensitive wetlands within the Headwaters of the Winnicut River along with a parcel of land which may serve as part 
of a future land bridge from a rail trail path to the the Town’s northwest conserved land. 


Review of New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (“DES”) Wetlands Permit Applications and 


Design Review Applications: 
To protect and preserve the Town’s wetlands, wetland buffers, streams, and waterways, the Conservation Commission 


typically makes recommendations to the DES, the Planning Board, the Zoning Board, and Applicants to protect the Town’s 
natural resources and the quality of its water resources. 

The Commission reviewed and sent comments to the NH DES, boards in Town, and applicants for the following 
applications: 

e 116 Mill Road: Tax Map 6, Lot 148 NH DES Wetlands Permit by Notification (“PBN”). Temporary construction 
impact for the installation of a temporary cofferdam in Mill Pond to aid in dewatering to facilitate repair of a leak 
in the dam. 

e 58 Lafayette Road: Tax Map 7, Lot 118: NH DES Wetlands Permit Application. Construction of a 
retail/warehouse building with adequate parking. 

e 216 Lafayette Road: Tax Map 21, Lot 28-1: Design Review and Conditional Use Permit. Plans to construct two 
building additions to house the front end of a helicopter, cold storage, and create more efficient work flow. Wetlands 
exist along the northern border of the property. 

e 46 Chapel Road: Tax Map 5, Lot 39: NH DES Wetlands Permit Application. Plans for a driveway culvert and 
utility wetlands crossing for single family residence. 

e 21 Chapel Road: Tax Map 5, Lot 24: NH DES Wetlands Permit Application. Proposal to dredge 7000 square 
feet of an existing wetlands pond for the purposes of maintenance and improving its capacity. 

e Public Service Company of New Hampshire (“PSNH”) dba as Eversource Energy: NH DES After-the-Fact 
Wetlands Permit Application. Replaced five single wood electric utility poles as part of an emergency response 
to an unplanned outage along the 3106 Sub Transmission Line in North Hampton, New Hampshire in the summer 
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of 2019. 


e 182 Post Road, LLC, 182 Post Road, North Hampton, NH 03862: Tax Map 18, Lot 38. Design Review: The 
Applicant requested a design review for a future site plan review application proposing farmers’ market, horse 


boarding, and public-private event uses. 


e 3 Ocean Boulevard: Tax Map 01, Lot 12: Wetlands Permit Application. The owners seek to apply for a permit ° 


for the installation of aluminum and untreated pine fencing to restrict pedestrian traffic across dunes. 

e Exeter Road, Route 111: Tax Map 9, Lot 21: NH DES Wetlands Bureau Dredge and Fill Application. Plans 
to pursue permitting for three wetlands crossings and a driveway permit for a road to access a proposed home. 

e 116 Mill Road: Tax Map 6, Lot 148: NH DES After-the-Fact-Minor Wetlands Application. Repair of the 
existing dam structure on the parcel. The repair components include installation of a temporary cofferdam, 
construction of new concrete cut off walls, concrete footings, a new trash rack and sluice gate, repair of an existing 
retaining wall “in-kind,” placement of rock in spillways, and installation of a barrier membrane on the upstream 
side of the dam. 


Monitoring and Testing Water Quality and Protecting Wetlands: 
In June of 2019 the NH DES conducted both visual and water quality testing in Little River adjacent to Viano Island, 


Appledore Avenue, and the salt marsh in the rear of Huckleberry Lane during dry conditions. The New Hampshire Public 
Health Laboratories report indicated that there were “no problem areas and that the low e co/i counts all fit into naturally 
occurring marsh bacteria levels.” It continues to be a challenge for entities 
throughout the State of New Hampshire to protect precious waterways and water resources. A considerable amount of 
pollution stems from nonpoint source pollution which occurs when rainfall, snowmelt, or irrigation runs over land or through 
the ground, picks up pollutants, and deposits them into rivers, lakes, and coastal waters or introduces them into the 
groundwater. Septic tank maintenance, reduction of soil erosion and protecting and preserving wetlands helps reduce, 
mitigate, and prevent nonpoint source pollution. 


Maintaining Trails/Posting Conservation Parcels: 
The Commission encourages volunteers to help post land where hunting is prohibited and to mark and clear trails. Phil 


Thayer, Trail Maintenance Subcommittee Chair, has worked to help keep our trails clear for public use. In the fall of 2019, 
the Commission engaged Marc Lariviere to mow the field adjacent to the Community Garden. The Commission also 
engaged the Rockingham County Conservation District to remove invasive plants at Forest Hills Farm. A future goal for 
the Commission is to draft a maintenance schedule, to continue to post selected parcels, and to replace and post additional 
conservation land signage. 


Monitoring Conservation Easements and Recording Easements at the Rockingham County Registry of Deeds: 


Kathy Grant, Conservation Commission Vice Chair and member of the Conservation Easement Subcommittee, and Andy 
Vorkink, Conservation Easement Subcommittee Chair, review and update the Conservation Land Database throughout the 
year. The Conservation Easement Subcommittee has set up a process for monitoring conservation easements that includes 
both physically walking the land and employing the use of aerial monitoring using Goog/e Earth mapping. The Commission 
also asks members of the Community to be the eyes and ears for the Town and, when appropriate, to complete a 
“Conservation Easement Violation Complaint Form.” This established process helps ensure a fair review of a complaint 
which is designed to respect the property rights of landowners who have conservation easements on their land. 

The Southeast Land Trust of New Hampshire, a third-party easement holder, continues to monitor and provide 
reports for the 83 acres of conservation land at Forest Hills Farm off Highlander Drive and the 53 acres conservation 
easement at the Governor Dale Farm. The Forest Hills Farm Management Plan, which is posted on the Town website, 
provides guidance for current and future conservation commissions to better maintain, preserve, and enjoy the land. 

Rockingham County Conservation District monitors the approximately 25 acres Jenkins Farm conservation 
easement and the approximately 55-acres Robie conservation easement off Exeter Road. 

The Society for Protection of New Hampshire Forests (“Forest Society’’), the easement holder for the approximately 
58 acres Boies conservation land located off Woodland Road, completed a comprehensive monitoring report in 2018 which 
included aerial photography, physical inspection and mapping and again monitored the property in the fall of 2019. 


In 2019 Andy Vorkink, with the help of the Town’s tax assessor, identified tax acquired properties suitable for 
conservation as well parcels owned by the Commission which were intended to be conserved but on which applicable 
restrictions had never been recorded at the Registry of Deeds as conservation parcels. Under Mr. Vorkink’s leadership, the 
Commission took steps to place protective covenants on approximately 31 additional acres. The Commission also 
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proceeded to correct a recording error that occurred during a North Hampton forever transaction in 2007. Restrictive 
covenants were placed on approximately 40 of the 161 acres of the Robie conservation land acquired by North Hampton 
forever. Inadvertently, conservation restrictions on this portion of the acquisition had not been recorded at the Rockingham 
County Registry of Deeds at the time of closing. 


Acquisition of Conservation Land: 
With the leadership of Andy Vorkink, the Commission worked with two landowners on Squier Drive and the Mill Place 


Homeowners’ Association to acquire a 15-feet-wide strip of land to access the Higginson lot (Map 6-80) from conservation 
lots already owned by the Town. The acquisition was finalized in 2019 after a scheduled Public Hearing on January 14, 
2019 and approval by the Select Board. 

The Conservation Commission encourages donations of land to help further protect the Town’s rural characteristics, 
wildlife habitat, water quality, and natural resources. The Commission is deeply appreciative of those individuals and 
families who have so generously donated conservation land or easements to North Hampton. 

Conserving land is a way to retain what people like about North Hampton. Numerous studies have 
demonstrated that conserving selected parcels of open space buffers the town from tax increases related to growth 
and population increases. 


Application to SCA Corps of America to Construct a Potential Trail to the Little River Conservancy: 
In 2019 the Conservation Commission applied to the SCA Corp of America to assess the merits of the Commission’s 


application for the SCA Corps team to design plans to construct a 4000-linear-feet trail across wetlands and uplands to the 
Little River Conservancy from Woodland Road. The Little River Conservancy is a beautiful 24 acres parcel off Mill Road 
that was donated to the North Hampton Conservation Commission in 2017 by Ms. Wendover Higginson in memory of her 
grandmother Lida Higginson. The Commission hopes to receive a positive reply from the SCA Corps of America in 2020. 


Working with the Select Board and State Officials to Assess the Philbrick Pond and Salt Marsh Drainage Evaluation 


2018 Final Report: 
Under the leadership of Frank Arcidiacono and with the assistance of Kathy Grant, the Conservation Commission met with 


the Select Board and State officials to find a path to achieve the objectives for improving the health of the Philbrick Pond 
Salt Marsh and to reduce neighborhood flooding following extreme storm events. Mr. Arcidiacono reported the results of 
the October 28, 2019 meeting with State and local officials at the Town Hall followed by a site walk and meeting at Philbrick 
Pond during the October 2019 King Tide. A team of experts from various organizations including officials from the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services, University of New Hampshire, and representatives from New Hampshire 
Fish and Game discussed the history of the marsh and how restoration efforts will improve the health of the marsh. The 
team hopes to physically map the marsh as well as provide aerial mapping data. Primary goals for 2020 include formulation 
of a specific remediation plan before seeking the approval of abutters and ways to fund the project. 


Engaging and working the Rockingham Planning Commission (“RPC”) to complete a: 


Natural Resource Inventory 
Coastal Hazards and Adaptation Chapter of the Master Plan 
Septic System Inventory and Database 
The Commission engaged Jenn Rowden, Rockingham Planning Commission Senior Planner, with Amanda Stone, State 
Specialist, Natural Resources & Land Conservation, UNH Cooperative Extension to prepare a 2020 Natural Resource 
inventory (NRI) for the Town. 
The NRI will form the basis for a conservation plan and will help supplement the Coastal Hazard and Adaptation 


_ Chapter of the Master Plan. North Hampton has made significant strides with the North Hampton forever initiative, but 


) 
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future conservation plans will need to address areas such as flood prevention, identification and removal of invasive plants, 
forest management, and the protection of agricultural soils, wildlife corridors, and drinking water supplies. 
The Commission also voted to engage the RPC to create a Septic System Inventory and Database which will provide 


the Town with a good basis for further water quality sampling within the Winnicut and Little River Watersheds to help 


safeguard the Town’s water resources. The database will also serve as an educational tool to encourage residents to inspect, 
maintain, and pump-out their septic systems, and help assess potential vulnerability of specific septic systems in the wake 
of extreme storm events and sea level rise. 


Educating the Public on How to Better Protect North Hampton’s Natural Resources: 
Through quarterly newsletters, letters to the boards and commissions in Town, and televised meetings, the Commission 
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strives to share with the public and Town officials the importance of protecting North Hampton’s conservation parcels to 
include the Town’s water resources, wetland buffers, and marsh lands. The Commission looks forward to better educating 
and involving the public in the work of the Commission.

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REPORT OF THE HERITAGE COMMISSION 


Major Activities 

The Primary responsibilities of the Heritage Commission including Demolition Review, Discretionary Preservation 
Easements, identification and protection of Historic Resources and providing public education continue to be in the forefront 
of the Commission’s activities. 


Demolition Review 

One property at 58 Walnut Ave was evaluated for demolition. The evaluation took place on 11 April 2019. The building 
was an accessory building. The property did not meet the threshold for being considered an historically significant building. 
The application for demolition was approved. 

Earlier in the year a revision of the application for buildings 50 years old or older was revised. 


Discretionary Preservation Easements 

There were no new applications received for easements. This was somewhat surprising as the information is put out for the 
public in the Friday Folder on a weekly basis well before the deadline of April 15. To date there are 7 properties with a 
total of 11 barns or farm buildings participating in the program. 


Drake’s Hill Bridge/Section 106 

The Heritage Commission received a Memorandum of Agreement from The NH DOT Cultural Resources Manager. The 
HC was given the opportunity to comment on the details. Some of the archival and historical research aspects of the 
mitigation were considered and enhanced by the Commission. HC had also to guarantee the section of the bridge railing 
would be picked up and transported by the Town. The Town will also receive a plaque and a booklet relating to the railroad 
and bridge prepared by a historic preservation consultant. The Commission asked and received permission from the Select 
Board to sign the MOA. As soon as a time line for the replacement of Drake Hill Bridge and the completion of the Rail 
Trail is known, the HC will initiate an effort to establish a pocket park to house the railing, interpretative sign and bench. 


Land Use Boards Summit 
Two representatives of each land use board met on June 12, 2019. Each group brought 2 topics to discuss. The event 
continues to be an effective means of sharing information. 


Certified Local Government (CLG) 
By becoming a CLG, a municipality can apply for grants funded by Federal money intended for CLGs through the DHR. 
The Commission formed a subcommittee to further study the procedures as a potential source of funds for Historic 


Buildings. 


Town Hall and Stone Building Repairs 
The Commission continues its role in the restoration and maintenance of Town Hall and the Stone Building. The Town Hall 
was assessed by John Schnitzler. As a result, an RFP was developed. In February of 2019, Schnitzler agreed to complete 
the necessary repairs in stages. The work is underway. The Stone Building was painted and the eyebrow windows were 
evaluated for future repairs as necessary. 


Centennial Hall 


The HC voted to donate funds from the Heritage Fund in the amount of $1000 to assist with the FOCH Open the Ballroom 


_ project matching LCHIP grant. HC has assisted the FOCH whenever possible with information and assistance. 


Website for Commission’s Image Files 
The Heritage Commission has over 1500 images and some scanned textual records acquired through various endeavors and 
projects. We are exploring various means to include all of these resources on our webpage. Doing so would make all of 


_ these resources available to the public. 
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At the July 2019 meeting, long time member Paul Cuetara announced his resignation as Commissioner. The Heritage 
Commission would like to take this opportunity to thank Paul for his many years of service. Paul has a long history of 
service to the Town of North Hampton. In addition to his service on this commission, he also served as Town Moderator, 
Planning Board chair, Conservation Commission member, Interim Select Board Member, and chair of the Old Town Hall 
Committee. Paul has also served as an Eagle Scout Advisor and most recently worked on the Rails to Trails endeavor since 
the process started. I am sure there are many more activities and positions I failed to mention. Everyone who knows Paul 
admires his generous gift of his time and efforts to our community and our Town.

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REPORT OF THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PLAN COMMITTEE 


Eleven capital projects recommended by the Capital Improvements Plan Committee for Fiscal Year 2019 were approved _ 
by voters at the town meeting of March 2018. Among those projects, two for the North Hampton School were consolidated 
into one warrant article since they were both long-term maintenance projects. 


The approved capital items for FY2019, which began July 1, 2018, were: 
e Anew gas line from Atlantic Avenue to the North Hampton School : 
e Two new gas boilers for the school 
e A six-wheel dump truck with plow and wing for the Department of Public Works 
e The annual road maintenance project for the DPW 
e Additional security cameras and new carpeting in the Library and Music Room at the School 
e A replacement command vehicle for the Fire Department 

A replacement cruiser for the Police Department 

A new septic system at Town Hall 

Resurfacing of the parking area at Dearborn Park 


The Capital Improvements Plan Committee of eight appointed members conducts detailed reviews of all Town, School and 
Library capital proposals for each fiscal year. Capital projects are those costing more than $10,000, and for each fiscal year, 
the CIP Committee recommends projects to the Select Board. The CIP Committee’s annual report to the Select Board and 
the Budget Committee is a six-year capital plan, and that gives Board members advance notice of the anticipated projects 
expected in the near future. All projects for the upcoming fiscal year are prioritized by the CIP Committee to assist the 
Select Board in its consideration of all warrant articles for the upcoming election. 


The capital plan for FY2019-2024 was prepared in calendar year 2017. The warrant articles went to voters in March 2018 
and those approved were purchased during FY2019 which ran from July 1 2018-June 30-2019. In calendar year 2019, the 
CIP Committee finalized the capital plan for FY2021-2026, and those items will be on the ballot in March 2020.

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2019 AGRICULTURAL COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 


The Agricultural Commission meets monthly. There were also 2 days in April where meetings were held at the library to 
greet all returning and new community gardeners and familiarize them with expectations. 


There were two major focal points in 2019: 


1) Adding a chapter on Agriculture to the North Hampton Master Plan. After two years of effort by Ag Comm members 
and a public hearing on August 20, a new chapter on Agriculture was accepted. 


2) Completing the two-year survey of historic town barns. Forty-two privately-owned town properties with historic barns 
were visited and added to the previously documented 22 barns in Volume 1 of the Barns of North Hampton book. Volume 
2 will be available online soon. 


COMMUNITY GARDEN 

In 2019, there were 29 gardeners with the majority leasing double plots. Five more plots were added recently due to 
increased demand for gardening plots. Due to escalating minor complaints by gardeners, the Ag Comm decided it was 
time to institute some guidelines for the benefit of all. The proposed rules are currently under review by town counsel. 


MASTER PLAN GOALS AND ACCOMPLISHMENTS 
Five goals were identified in our new chapter, and we worked on accomplishing some of them this year. 


One of our goals is to continue involvement with the Planning Board to facilitate agricultural activities including the 
_ adoption of Zoning Ordinances and Building Codes which are compatible with agricultural needs and interests. The 
Planning Board Chair attended two of our meetings to discuss our concerns with proposed revisions and additions to 
zoning. Of concern was the Accessory Structures proposed change which would limit building size and location. We are 
also concerned with the proposed Conservation Overlay District which may further restrict agricultural uses on land with 
previous conservation easements. Ag Comm members attended numerous Planning Board meetings while working on 
acceptance of the Agriculture Master Plan chapter. 


Three Ag Comm articles were published in the North Hampton Community Newsletter this year including "Support Local 
Agriculture at Winter Farmers Markets", "Local Food Is Better Food - We Need a Farmers Market", and "A New Way to 
Keep Bees: Hive Sharing, Right Here in North Hampton". 


Ag Comm members met with the Conservation Commission to identify possible conservation land for planting fruit trees 
and/or shrubs. Most of the conservation land in town 1s either wooded, wet or has restrictions. We focused on town land. 
Three blueberry bushes (Bluejay, Jersey and Darrow) were purchased from local North Hill Nursery, mulched and planted 
_ at Dearborn Park this spring with the cooperation of the Recreation Director. They flowered and fruited successfully their 
_ first year. 


_Ag Comm member Lisa Cote is on the school greenhouse committee and donated some of her leftover plants from the 
_ successful school plant sale to be planted at the town library. 


‘Ag Comm members fully support fellow member Hank Brandt's effort to bring a Farmers Market to his Governor Dale 
property in the near future. 


A well-attended and well-received presentation on Raising Backyard Chickens was held at the town library on April 25. 
New Hampshire Commissioner of Agriculture Shawn Jasper informed and entertained the full house. 


The annual Ag Comm brochure was produced and distributed to the library, stone building, town offices and several local 
_ agriculture-related town businesses. 


Two Ag Comm representatives participated in the annual meeting of the Town's five Land Use Boards. Identified goals 
this year were fruit tree/shrub planting and promoting a town Farmers Market. 
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The February NH Farm & Forest Expo was attended by 2 members. An inspiring quote from Beth Fernstermacher, — 


Planner, City of Concord, "There is a perception that farms take away from economic development in the City, but the 
local food movement enables the promotion of local farms as economic development." It is true here in North Hampton as 
well. 


FARMERS MARKET 


An Agritourism conference on November 4 at Portsmouth Country Club and a University of New Hampshire conference — 


on November 7 on Farm to Table/local retail agricultural production were attended by member H. Brandt. 


WARRANT ARTICLE 

A warrant article has been proposed by the Ag Comm to the Town Administrator and Select Board to be placed on the 
2020 ballot to adopt RSA 674:44-g which would allow annual appropriations and other gifts to be deposited into a 
revolving agriculture fund. The Heritage Commission put forward a similar addition for their Commission several years 
ago, which was approved by voters.

Report on the Financial Statements 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, the 
major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of North Hampton, New 
Hampshire, as of and for the year ended June 30, 2019, and the related notes to the financial 
statements, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the 
Table of Contents. 


Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statements 


The Town’s management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of these 

financial statements in accordance with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America; this includes the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal control 
relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of financial statements that are free from 
f material misstatement, whether due to fraud or error. 


Auditors’ Responsibility 


Our responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. We 
conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain 
reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material 
misstatement. 


An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. The procedures selected depend on the auditors’ 
judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statements, whether due to fraud or error. In making those risk assessments, the auditor 
considers internal control relevant to the entity’s preparation and fair presentation of the financial 
statements in order to design audit procedures that are appropriate in the circumstances, but not for 
the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness of the entity’s internal control. 
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Accordingly, we express no such opinion. An audit also includes evaluating the appropriateness 
of accounting policies used and the reasonableness of significant accounting estimates made by 
management, as well as evaluating the overall presentation of the financial statements. 


We believe that the audit evidence we have obtained is sufficient and appropriate to provide a 
basis for our audit opinions. 


Opinions 


In our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, 
the respective financial position of the governmental activities, the major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of North Hampton, New Hampshire, as of 
June 30, 2019, and the respective changes in financial position, and the respective budgetary 
comparison for the general fund for the year then ended in accordance with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Other Matters 
Required Supplementary Information 


Accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America require 
that Management’s Discussion and Analysis, and certain Pension and OPEB schedules be 
presented to supplement the basic financial statements. Such information, although not a part 
of the basic financial statements, is required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board, 
who considers it to be an essential part of financial reporting for placing the basic financial 
statements in an appropriate operational, economic, or historical context. We have applied 
certain limited procedures to the required supplementary information in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, which consisted of 
inquiries of management about the methods of preparing the information and comparing the 
information for consistency with management’s responses to our inquiries, the basic financial 
statements, and other knowledge we obtained during our audit of the basic financial statements. 
We do not express an opinion or provide any assurance on the information because the limited 
procedures do not provide us with evidence sufficient to express an opinion or provide any 
assurance.

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MANAGEMENT’S DISCUSSION AND ANALYSIS 


As management of the Town of North Hampton (the Town), we offer readers this narrative 
overview and analysis of the financial activities of the Town for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
2019. 


A. OVERVIEW OF THE FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 


This discussion and analysis is intended to serve as an introduction to the basic financial 
statements. The basic financial statements are comprised of three components: 
(1) government-wide financial statements, (2) fund financial statements, and (3) notes to 
financial statements. This report also contains other supplementary information in addition 
to the basic financial statements themselves. 


Government-wide financial statements. The government-wide financial statements are 
designed to provide readers with a broad overview of our finances in a manner similar to a 
private-sector business. 


The Statement of Net Position presents information on all assets, liabilities, and deferred 
outflows/inflows, with the difference reported as net position. Over time, increases or 
decreases in net position may serve as a useful indicator of whether the financial position is 
improving or deteriorating. 


The Statement of Activities presents information showing how the government's net position 
changed during the most recent fiscal year. All changes in net position are reported as soon 
as the underlying event giving rise to the change occurs, regardless of the timing of related 
cash flows. Thus, revenues and expenses are reported in this statement for some items that 
will only result in cash flows in future fiscal periods (e.g., uncollected taxes and earned but 
unused vacation leave). 


The government-wide financial statements distinguish functions that are principally 
supported by taxes and intergovernmental revenues. The governmental activities include 
general government, public safety, highways and streets, sanitation, and culture and 
recreation. 


Fund financial statements. A fund is a grouping of related accounts that is used to maintain 
control over resources that have been segregated for specific activities or objectives. Fund 
accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance with finance-related legal 
requirements. All of the funds can be divided into two categories: governmental funds and 
fiduciary funds. 


Governmental funds. Governmental funds are used to account for essentially the same 
functions reported as governmental activities in the government-wide financial statements. 
However, unlike the government-wide financial statements, governmental fund financial 
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statements focus on near-term inflows and outflows of spendable resources, as well as on 
balances of spendable resources available at the end of the fiscal year. Such information may 
be useful in evaluating a government’s near-term financing requirements. 


Because the focus of governmental funds is narrower than that of the government-wide 
financial statements, it is useful to compare the information presented for governmental 
funds with similar information presented for governmental activities in the government-wide 
financial statements. By doing so, readers may better understand the long-term impact of 
the government’s near-term financing decisions. Both the governmental fund balance sheet 
and the governmental fund statement of revenues, expenditures and changes in 
fund balances provide a reconciliation to facilitate this comparison between governmental 
funds and governmental activities. 


An annual appropriated budget is adopted for the general fund. A budgetary comparison 
statement has been provided for the general fund to demonstrate compliance with this 
budget. 


Fiduciary funds. Fiduciary funds are used to account for resources held for the benefit of 
parties outside the government. Fiduciary funds are not reflected in the government-wide 
financial statements because the resources of those funds are not available to support the 
Town’s own programs. The accounting used for fiduciary funds is much like that used for 
proprietary funds. 


Notes to financial statements. The notes provide additional information that is essential to 
a full understanding of the data provided in the government-wide and fund financial 
statements. 


Other information. In addition to the basic financial statements and accompanying notes, 
this report also presents certain required supplementary information which is required to be 
disclosed by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


B. FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, the total of assets and deferred outflows 
exceeded liabilities and deferred inflows by $9,399,403 (i.e., net position), a change of 
$1,317,598 in comparison to the prior year. 


e As of the close of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined ending 
fund balances of $6,949,782, a change of $279,260 in comparison to the prior year. 


e At the end of the current fiscal year, unassigned fund balance for the general fund was 
$2,430,189, a change of $124,165 in comparison to the prior year.

As noted earlier, net position may serve over time as a useful indicator of a government’s 
financial position. At the close of the most recent fiscal year, total net position was 
$9,399,403, a change of $1,317,598 in comparison to the prior year. 


The largest portion of net position, $10,105,408, reflects our investment in capital assets 
(e.g., land, buildings, machinery, equipment, and infrastructure); less any related debt used 
to acquire those assets that is still outstanding. These capital assets are used to provide 
services to citizens; consequently, these assets are not available for future spending. 
Although the investment in capital assets is reported net of related debt, it should be noted 
that the resources needed to repay this debt must be provided from other sources, since the 
capital assets themselves cannot be used to liquidate these liabilities, 


An additional portion of net position, $2,533,278, represents resources that are subject to 
external restrictions on how they may be used. The remaining balance of unrestricted net 
position reflects a deficit of $(3,239,283), primarily resulting from the unfunded pension and 
OPEB liabilities.

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D. FINANCIAL ANALYSIS OF FUNDS 


As noted earlier, fund accounting is used to ensure and demonstrate compliance with 
finance-related legal requirements. 


Governmental funds. The focus of governmental funds is to provide information on near-term 
inflows, outflows and balances of spendable resources. Such information is useful in assessing 
financing requirements. In particular, unassigned fund balance may serve as a useful measure 
of a government's net resources available for spending at the end of the fiscal year. 


As of the end of the current fiscal year, governmental funds reported combined ending fund 
balances of $6,949,780, a change of $279,260 in comparison to the prior year. Key elements 
of this change are as follows:

. ECONOMIC FACTORS AND NEXT YEAR’S BUDGETS AND RATES 


The unassigned General Fund balance at the end of the 2019 fiscal year was $2,430,189. The 
fund balance is used to support the irregular cash flow requirements of payments to the 
School, County, Village District and State for taxes collected on their behalf. Furthermore, the 
Select Board may appropriate unassigned fund balance to offset property taxes, make a 
contribution to a capital reserve fund or expendable trust fund, purchase one-time capital 











items, and for emergency purposes. The Town has identified significant activities or events, 
which will have an impact on future Town finances, including: 


1. Atthe 2019 Annual Town Meeting the taxpayers approved a combined $8,230,650 for 
its operating budget and other capital and financial articles. This includes $375,000 of 
unassigned General Fund balance and $92,150 in transfers from other funds to fund 
various warrant articles. 


2. The State of New Hampshire's responsibility for funding local education remains a 
subject of legislative debate and adjustment. Accordingly, the amount of state aid 
remains inconsistent and subject to annual fluctuation. 


3. Reported economic activity continues to increase nation-wide and in New Hampshire, 
although improvements have been uneven. It is not anticipated that the State will 
resume its past funding of revenue sharing programs, which may result in additional 
expenses for the Town or a reduction in services. 


4. Health insurance rates continue to rise intermittently at significant levels. The Town 
has agreements with its represented employees in the Police, Public Works and Fire 
Departments which provides health insurance to eligible individuals under a high 
deductible plan, which should promote health rate stability. 


5. The Town currently receives its healthcare insurance from HealthTrust. While 
HealthTrust suggests no major changes in the way health care coverage is provided, the 
effect of the Affordable Care Act presents future uncertainties regarding health care.

Notes to Financial Statements 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


The accounting policies of the Town of North Hampton (the Town) conform to generally 
accepted accounting principles (GAAP) as applicable to governmental units. The following 
is asummary of the more significant policies: 


A. Reporting Entity 


The government is a municipal corporation governed by an elected three-member 
Board of Selectmen. As required by generally accepted accounting principles, these 
financial statements present the government and applicable component units for 
which the government is considered to be financially accountable. In fiscal year 2019, 
it was determined that no entities met the required GASB 14 (as amended) criteria of 
component units. 


B. Government-wide and Fund Financial Statements 


Government-wide Financial Statements 

The government-wide financial statements (i.e., the Statement of Net Position and 
the Statement of Activities) report information on all of the nonfiduciary activities of 
the Town. For the most part, the effect of interfund activity has been removed from 
these statements. 


The Statement of Activities demonstrates the degree to which the direct expenses of 
a given function or segment is offset by program revenues. Direct expenses are those 
that are clearly identifiable with a specific function or segment. Program revenues 
include (1) charges to customers or applicants who purchase, use, or directly benefit 
from goods, services, or privileges provided by a given function or segment and 
(2) grants and contributions that are restricted to meeting the operational or capital 
requirements of a particular function or segment. Taxes and other items not properly 
included among program revenues are reported instead as general revenues. 


Fund Financial Statements 

Separate financial statements are provided for governmental funds and fiduciary 
funds, even though the latter are excluded from the government-wide financial 
statements. Major individual governmental funds and major individual enterprise 
funds are reported as separate columns in the fund financial statements. 
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C. Measurement Focus, Basis of Accounting, and Financial Statement Presentation 


Government-wide Financial Statements 

The government-wide financial statements are reported using the eco- 
nomic resources measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Revenues 
are recorded when earned and expenses are recorded when a liability is incurred, 
regardless of the timing of related cash flows. Property taxes are recognized as 
revenues in the year for which they are levied. Grants and similar items are recognized 
as revenue as soon as all eligibility requirements imposed by the provider have been 
met. As a general rule, the effect of interfund activity has been eliminated from the 
government-wide financial statements. 


Amounts reported as program revenues include (1) charges to customers or applicants 
for goods, services, or privileges provided, (2) operating grants and contributions, and 
(3) capital grants and contributions, including special assessments. Internally dedicated 
resources are reported as general revenues rather than as program revenues. Likewise, 
general revenues include all taxes. 


Fund Financial Statements 

Governmental fund financial statements are reported using the current financial 
resources measurement focus and the modified accrual basis of accounting. Revenues 
are recognized as soon as they are both measurable and available. Revenues are 
considered to be available when they are collectible within the current period or soon 
enough thereafter to pay liabilities of the current period. For this purpose, the Town 
considers property tax revenues to be available if they are collected within 60 days of 
the end of the current fiscal period. All other revenue items are considered to be 
measurable and available only when cash is received by the government. 
Expenditures generally are recorded when a liability is incurred, as under accrual 
accounting. However, certain expenditures such as debt service, claims and 
judgments, compensated absences, OPEB, and pension are recorded only when 
payment is due. 


The Town reports the following major governmental funds: 

e The general fund is the government’s primary operating fund. It accounts for 
all financial resources of the general government, except those required to be 
accounted for in another fund. 

The fiduciary fund financial statements are reported using the economic resources 


measurement focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Under this method, revenues 
are recognized when earned and expenses are recorded when liabilities are incurred. 
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The Town reports the following fiduciary funds: 


e The private-purpose trust fund is used to account for trust arrangements, 
other than those properly reported in the pension trust fund or permanent 
fund, under which principal and investment income exclusively benefit 
individuals, private organizations, or other governments. 


e The agency funds account for fiduciary assets held by the Town in a custodial 
Capacity as an agent on behalf of others. Agency funds report only assets and 
liabilities and, therefore, have no measurement focus. 


D. Cash and Short-Term Investments 


Cash balances from all funds, except those required to be segregated by law, are 
combined to form a consolidation of cash. Cash balances are invested to the extent 
available, and interest earnings are recognized in the General Fund. Certain special 
revenue and fiduciary funds segregate cash, and investment earnings become a part of 
those funds. 


Deposits with financial institutions consist primarily of demand deposits, certificates 
of deposits, and savings accounts. A cash and investment pool is maintained that is 
available for use by all funds. Each fund’s portion of this pool is reflected on the 
combined financial statements under the caption “cash and short-term investments”. 
The interest earnings attributable to each fund type are included under investment 
income. 


E. Investments 


State and local statutes place certain limitations on the nature of deposits and 
investments available. Deposits in any financial institution may not exceed certain 
levels within the financial institution. Non-fiduciary fund investments can be made in 
securities issued by or unconditionally guaranteed by the U.S. Government or 
agencies that have a maturity of one year or less from the date of purchase and 
repurchase agreements guaranteed by such securities with maturity dates of no more 
than 90 days from the date of purchase. 


Investments for the Trust Funds consist of marketable securities, bonds, and short- 
term money market investments. Investments are carried at market value. 


F. Interfund Receivables and Payables 


Transactions between funds that are representative of lending/borrowing 
| arrangements outstanding at the end of the fiscal year are referred to as “due from/to 
other funds” {i.e., the current portion of interfund loans). 





G. Capital Assets 


Capital assets, which include property, plant, equipment, and infrastructure assets, 
are reported in the government-wide financial statements. Capital assets are defined 
by the government as assets with an initial individual cost of more than $10,000 and 
an estimated useful life in excess of two years. Such assets are recorded at historical 
cost or estimated historical cost if purchased or constructed. Donated capital assets 
are recorded at acquisition value at the date of donation. 


The costs of normal maintenance and repairs that do not add to the value of the asset 
or materially extend assets’ lives are not capitalized. 


Major outlays for capital assets and improvements are capitalized as projects are 
constructed. Interest incurred during the construction phase of capital assets of 
business-type activities is included as part of the capitalized value of the assets 
constructed. 


Capital assets are depreciated using the straight-line method over the following 
estimated useful lives:

H. Compensated Absences 


itis the Town’s policy to permit employees to accumulate earned but unused vacation 
and sick pay benefits. All vested sick and vacation pay is accrued when incurred in the 
government-wide financial statements. A liability for these amounts is reported in 
governmental funds only if they have matured, for example, as a result of employee 
resignations and retirements. 


!. Long-Term Obligations 


In the government-wide financial statements, long-term debt and other long-term 
obligations are reported as liabilities in the applicable governmental activities 
Statement of Net Position. 


J. Fund Equity 


Fund equity at the governmental fund financial reporting level is classified as “fund 
balance”. Fund equity for all other reporting is classified as “Net Position”. 
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Fund Balance - Generally, fund balance represents the difference between the current 
assets/deferred outflows and current liabilities/ deferred inflows. The Town reserves 
those portions of fund balance that are legally segregated for a specific future use or 
which do not represent available, spendable resources and, therefore, are not availa- 
ble for appropriation or expenditure. Unassigned fund balance indicates that portion 
of fund balance that is available for appropriation in future periods. 


When an expenditure is incurred that would qualify for payment from multiple fund 
balance types, the Town uses the following order to liquidate liabilities: restricted, 
committed, assigned, and unassigned. 


Net Position - Net position represents the difference between assets/ deferred 
outflows and liabilities/deferred inflows. Net investment in capital assets, net of 
related debt, consist of capital assets, net of accumulated depreciation, reduced by 
the outstanding balances of any borrowing used for the acquisition, construction or 
improvement of those assets. Net position is reported as restricted when there are 
limitations imposed on their use either through the enabling legislation adopted by 
the Town or through external restrictions imposed by creditors, grantors, or laws or 
regulations of other governments. The remaining net position is reported as unre- 
stricted. 


K. Use of Estimates 


The preparation of basic financial statements in conformity with generally accepted 
accounting principles requires management to make estimates and assumptions that 
affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosures for contingent 
assets and liabilities at the date of the basic financial statements, and the reported 
amounts of the revenues and expenditures/expenses during the fiscal year. Actual 
results could vary from estimates that were used. 


> ah Stewardship, Compliance, and Accountability 
A. Budgetary Information 


The Town’s budget is originally prepared by the Selectmen’s office with the 
cooperation of the various department heads. It is then submitted to the Budget 
Committee, in accordance with the Municipal Budget Law. After reviewing the 
budget, the Committee holds a public hearing for discussion. 


The final version of the budget is then submitted for approval at the annual Town 
meeting. The approved budget is subsequently reported to the State of New 
Hampshire on the statement of appropriation form in order to establish the current 
property tax rate. 
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The Selectmen cannot increase the total of the approved budget; however, they have 
the power to reclassify its components when necessary. 


Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management control device during the 
year for the General Fund. 


At year-end, appropriation balances lapse, except for certain unexpended capital 
items and encumbrances which will be honored during the subsequent year. 


Budgetary Basis 


The general fund final appropriation appearing on the “Budget and Actual” page of 
the fund financial statements represents the final amended budget after all reserve 
fund transfers and supplemental appropriations. 


Budget/GAAP Reconciliation 


The budgetary data for the general fund is based upon accounting principles that 
differ from generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). Therefore, in addition to 
the GAAP basis financial statements, the results of operations of the general fund are 
presented in accordance with budgetary accounting principles to provide a 
meaningful comparison to budgetary data. 


The following is a summary of adjustments made to the actual revenues and other 
sources, and expenditures and other uses, to conform to the budgetary basis of 
accounting.

Cash and Short-Term Investments 


Custodial Credit Risk - Deposits. Custodial credit risk is the risk that in the event of a bank 
failure, the Town’s deposits may not be returned to it. RSA 48:16 limits “deposit in any 
one bank shall not at any time exceed the sum of its paid-up capital and surplus, exception 
that a Town with a population in excess of 50,000 is authorized to deposit funds in a 
solvent bank in excess of the paid-up capital surplus of said bank.” The Town does not 
have a deposit policy for custodial credit risk. 


As of June 30, 2019, $68,682 of the Town’s bank balance of $11,665,740 was exposed to 
custodial credit risk as uninsured and/or uncollateralized. 


Property Taxes Receivable 


The Town bills property taxes semi-annually, in May and November. Property tax 
revenues are recognized in the fiscal year for which taxes have been levied. Property taxes 
are due on July 1 and December 1. Delinquent accounts are charged 12% interest. In March 
of the next year, a lien is recorded on delinquent property at the Registry of Deeds. The 
Town purchases all the delinquent accounts by paying the delinquent balance, recording 
costs and accrued interest. The accounts that are liened by the Town will be reclassified 
from property taxes receivable to unredeemed tax liens receivable. After this date, 
delinquent accounts will be charged interest at a rate of 18%. The Town annually budgets 
amounts (overlay for abatements) for property tax abatements and refunds.

The Town collects property taxes for the State of New Hampshire, the School District, the 
Little Boars Head Village District, and the County of Rockingham. Payments to the other 
taxing units are normally made throughout the year. The ultimate responsibility for the 
collection of taxes rests with the Town. 
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Interfund Fund Accounts 


Receivables/Payables 


Although self-balancing funds are maintained, most transactions flow through the general 
fund. In order to obtain accountability for each fund, interfund receivable and payable 
accounts must be utilized.

Transfers 


The Town reports interfund transfers between various funds. Most transfers result from 
budgetary or statutory actions, whereby funds are moved to accomplish various 
expenditure purposes. The following is an analysis of major interfund transfers.

Deferred Outflows of Resources 


Deferred outflows of resources represent the consumption of net position by the Town 
that is applicable to future reporting periods. Deferred outflows of resources have a 


positive effect on net position, similar to assets. Deferred outflows of resources related

Landfill Closure and Postclosure Care Costs 


State and Federal laws and regulations require the Town to perform certain maintenance 
and monitoring functions at the landfill site for thirty years after closure. 


The $205,335 reported as landfill postclosure care liability at June 30, 2019 represents 
the remaining estimated postclosure maintenance costs. These amounts are based on 
what it would cost to perform all postclosure care in 2019. Actual cost may be higher due 
to inflation, changes in technology, or changes in regulations. 


Deferred inflows of Resources 


Deferred inflows of resources are the acquisition of net position by the Town that are 
applicable to future reporting periods. Deferred inflows of resources have a negative 
effect on net position, similar to liabilities. Deferred inflows of resources related to 
pension and OPEB will be recognized as expense in future years and is more fully described 
in the corresponding pension and OPEB notes. Unavailable revenues are reported in the 
governmental funds balance sheet in connection with receivables for which revenues are 
not considered available to liquidate liabilities of the current year. 


Governmental Funds - Balances 


Fund balances are segregated to account for resources that are either not available for 
expenditure in the future or are legally set aside for a specific future use. 
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The Town has implemented GASB Statement No. 54 (GASB 54), Fund Balance Reporting 
and Governmental Fund Type Definitions, which enhances the usefulness of fund balance 
information by providing clearer fund balance classifications that can be more consistently 
applied and by clarifying existing governmental fund type definitions. 


The following types of fund balances are reported at June 30, 2019: 


Nonspendable - Represents amounts that cannot be spent because they are either (a) not 
in spendable form or (b) legally or contractually required to be maintained intact. This 
fund balance classification includes general fund reserves for prepaid expenditures and 
nonmajor governmental fund reserves for the principal portion of permanent trust funds. 


Restricted - Represents amounts that are restricted to specific purposes by constraints 
imposed by creditors, grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of other governments, 
or constraints imposed by law through constitutional provisions or enabling legislation. This 
fund balance classification includes general fund encumbrances funded by bond issuances, 
various special revenue funds, and the income portion of permanent trust funds. 


Committed - Represents amounts that can only be used for specific purposes pursuant to 
constraints imposed by formal action of the Town’s highest level of decision-making 
authority. This fund balance classification includes general fund encumbrances for non- 
lapsing special article appropriations approved at Town Meeting, capital reserve funds, 
and various special revenue funds. 


Assigned - Represents amounts that are constrained by the Town’s intent to use these 
resources for a specific purpose. This fund balance classification includes general fund 
encumbrances that have been established by various Town departments for the 
expenditure of current year budgetary financial resources upon vendor performance in 
the subsequent budgetary period, and surplus set aside to be used in the subsequent 
year’s budget. 


Unassigned - Represents amounts that are available to be spent in future periods and 
deficit funds.

General Fund Unassigned Fund Balance 


The unassigned general fund balance reported on the balance sheet is stated in 
accordance with generally accepted accounting principles (GAAP), which differs in respect 
to how unassigned fund balance is reported in accordance with the budgetary basis for 
reporting for the State of New Hampshire for tax rate setting purposes. The major 
difference is the State of New Hampshire considers revenues in connection with property 
tax receivables to be available to liquidate liabilities when billed rather than received.

The Town follows the provisions of GASB Statement No. 68, Accounting and Financial 
Reporting for Pensions — an amendment of GASB Statement No. 27, with respect to the 
State of New Hampshire Retirement System (NHRS). 


A. Plan Description 


Full-time employees participate in the New Hampshire Retirement System (NHRS), a 
cost-sharing, multiple-employer defined benefit contributory pension plan and trust 
established in 1967 by RSA 100-A:2 and qualified as a tax-exempt organization under 
Sections 401(a) and 501(a) of the Internal Revenue Code. The plan is a contributory, 
defined benefit plan providing service, disability, death, and vested retirement 
benefits to members and their beneficiaries. Substantially all full-time state employ- 
ees, public school teachers and administrators, permanent firefighters, and 
permanent police officers within the State of New Hampshire are eligible and required 
to participate in the system. Full-time employees of political subdivisions, including 
counties, municipalities, and school districts, are also eligible to participate as a group 
if the governing body of the political subdivision has elected participation. 


The New Hampshire Retirement System, a Public Employees Retirement System 
(PERS), is divided into two membership groups. State or local employees and teachers 
belong to Group /. Police officers and firefighters belong to Group //. All assets are held 
in a single trust and are available to each group. Additional information is disclosed in 
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the NHRS annual report publicly available from the New Hampshire Retirement 
System located at 54 Regional Drive, Concord, New Hampshire 03301-8507. 


Benefits Provided 


Group | benefits are provided based on creditable service and average final salary for 
the highest of either three or five years, depending on when service commenced. 


Group II benefits are provided based on age, years of creditable service, and a benefit 
multiplier depending on vesting status as of January1, 2012. The maximum 
retirement allowance for Group Il members vested by January 1, 2012 (45 years of age 
with 20 years of service or age 60 regardless of years of creditable service) is the 
average final compensation multiplied by 2.5% multiplied by creditable service. For 
Group Il members not vested by January 1, 2012, the benefit is calculated the same 
way but the multiplier used in the calculation will change depending on age and years 
of creditable service, as follows:

Contributions 


Plan members are required to contribute a percentage of their gross earnings to the 
pension plan, for which the contribution rates are 7% for employees and teachers, 
11.55% for police and 11.80% for fire. The Town makes annual contributions to the 
pension plan equal to the amount required by Revised Statutes Annotated 100-A:16, 
and range from 11.08% to 27.79% of covered compensation. The Town’s contributions 
to NHRS for the year ended June 30, 2019 was $596,007, which is equal to its annual 
required contribution. 


. Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 


For purposes of measuring the net pension liability, deferred outflows of resources 
and deferred inflows of resources related to pensions, and pension expense, 
information about the fiduciary net position of the NHRS and additions to/deductions 
from NHRS’ fiduciary net position have been determined on the same basis as they 
are reported by NHRS. For this purpose, benefit payments (including refunds of 
employee contributions) are recognized when due and payable in accordance with 
benefit terms. Investments are reported at fair value. 
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E. Pension Liabilities, Pension Expense, and Deferred Outflows of Resources and 
Deferred Inflows of Resources Related to Pensions 


At June 30, 2019, the Town reported a liability of $6,687,444 for its proportionate 
Share of the net pension liability. The net pension liability was measured as of June 
30, 2018, and the total pension liability used to calculate the net pension liability was 
determined by an actuarial valuation as of June 30, 2017. The Town’s proportion of 
the net pension liability was based on a projection of the Town’s long-term share of 
contributions to the pension plan relative to the projected contributions of all 


participating employers, actuarially determined. At June 30, 2018, the Town’s propor- 
tion was 0.013888189%. 


For the year ended June 30, 2019, the Town recognized pension expense of $672,819.

Actuarial Assumptions 


The total pension liability in the June 30, 2017 actuarial valuation was determined 
using the following actuarial assumptions, applied to all periods included in the 
measurement:

The actuarial assumptions used in the June 30, 2017 valuation were based on the results 
of the most recent actuarial experience study. 


The long-term expected rate of return on pension plan investments was selected from 
a best estimate range determined using the building block approach. Under this 
method, an expected future real return range is calculated separately for each asset 
class. These ranges are combined to produce the long-term expected rate of return 
by weighting the expected future real rates of return net of investment expenses by 
the target asset allocation percentage and by adding expected inflation. The target 
allocation and best estimates of arithmetic real rates of return for each major class 
are summarized in the following table:

. Discount Rate 





The discount rate used to measure the total pension liability was 7.25%. The 
projection of cash flows used to determine the discount rate assumed that the plan 
member contributions will be made at the current contribution rate and that 
employer contributions will be made at rates equal to the difference between 
actuarially determined contribution rates and the member rate. For purposes of the 
projection, member contributions and employer service cost contributions are 
projected based on the expected payroll of current members only. Employer 
contributions are determined based on the pension plan’s actuarial funding policy and 
as required by RSA 100-A:16. Based on those assumptions, the pension plan’s 
fiduciary net position was projected to be available to make all projected future 
benefit payments to current plan members. Therefore, the long-term expected rate 
of return on pension plan investments was applied to all periods of projected benefit 
payments to determine the total pension liability.

Other Post-Employment Benefits (GASB 75) 


GASB Statement No. 75, Accounting and Financial Reporting for Postemployment Benefits 
Other Than Pensions, replaces the requirements of Statement No. 45, Accounting and 
Financial Reporting by Employers for Postemployment Benefits Other Than Pensions. The 
Statement establishes standards for recognizing and measuring liabilities, deferred outflows 
of resources, deferred inflows of resources, and expense/expenditures. This Statement 
identifies the methods and assumptions that are required to be used to project benefit 
payments, discounted projected benefit payments to their actuarial present value, and 
attribute that present value to periods of employee service. 


A. Town OPEB Plan 


All the following OPEB disclosures for the Town OPEB Plan are based on a 
measurement date of June 30, 2019. 


General Information about the OPEB Plan 


Plan Description 


The Town indirectly provides post-employment healthcare for retired employees through 
an implicit rate covered by current employees. Retirees of the Town who participate in 
this single-employer plan pay 100% of the healthcare premiums to participate in the 
Town’s healthcare program. Since they are included in the same pool as active employees, 
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the insurance rates are implicitly higher for current employees due to the age 
consideration. This increased rate is an implicit subsidy the Town pays for the retirees. 


The Town’s OPEB plan is not administered through a trust that meets the criteria in 
paragraph 4 of GASB 75. 


Benefits Provided 


The Town provides medical and prescription drug insurance to retirees and their 
covered dependents. All active employees who retire from the Town and meet the 
eligibility criteria will receive these benefits.

Funding Policy 


The Town’s funding policy includes financing the implicit subsidy on a pay-as-you-go 
basis, as required by statute. 


Actuarial Assumptions and Other Inputs 


The total OPEB liability was determined using the alternative measurement method as of 
June 30, 2019, in accordance with the parameters of GASB Statement No. 75. Alternative 
measurement method valuations of an ongoing plan are allowed for a sole employer with 
fewer than one hundred total plan members and involve estimates of the value of 
reported amount and assumptions about the probability of occurrence of events far into 
the future, similar to broad measurement steps as would be used by an actuarial valuation 
for plans whose members exceed one hundred. Examples include assumptions about 
future employment, mortality, and the healthcare cost trend. The alternative 
measurement method used the following actuarial assumptions, applied to all periods 
included in the measurement, unless otherwise specified: 


Inflation 2.5% per year 

Salary increases 5.60% average, including inflation 

Discount rate 3.13% 

Healthcare cost trend rates 8% as of 2019, decreasing to an ultimate rate of 
4% in 8 years. 

Retirees’ share of benefit-related costs 100% 
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The discount rate was based on the long-term municipal bond rate at June 30, 2019. 


Mortality rates were based on mortality tables at the National Center for Health Statistics. 
The 2014 United States Life Tables for Males and Females were used. 


The actuarial assumptions used in the June 30, 2019 valuation were based on the results 
of the most recent experience study of the New Hampshire Retirement System, which 
was for the period July 1, 2010 — June 30, 2015. 


Discount Rate 


The discount rate used to measure the total OPEB liability was 3.13%. The projection of 
cash flows used to determine the discount rate assumed that contributions from plan 
members will be made at the current contribution rate. 


Total OPEB Liability 


The Town’s total OPEB liability of $808,714 was measured as of June 30, 2019, and was 
determined by the alternative method as of June 30, 2019.

B. New Hampshire Retirement System Medical Subsidy Plan Description 
General Information about the OPEB Plan 


Plan Description 


In addition to the Town’s OPEB plan discussed above, the Town participates in the New 
Hampshire Retirement System (NHRS) Medical Subsidy. The NHRS administers a cost- 
sharing, multiple-employer other post-employment benefit plan (OPEB Plan) for retiree 
health insurance subsidies. Benefit amounts and eligibility requirements are set by state 
law, and members are designated by type. The four membership types are Group |! 
Police Officer and Firefighters, Group | Teachers, Group | Political Subdivision Employees 
and Group | State Employees. Collectively, they are referred to as the OPEB Plan. 
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NHRS issues publicly available financial reports that can be obtained by writing to 
them at 54 Regional Drive, Concord, NH 03301-8507 or from their website at 
http://www.nhrs.org. 


Benefits Provided 


The NHRS Medical Subsidy Plan provides a medical insurance subsidy to qualified 
retired members. The medical subsidy is a payment made by NHRS to the former 
employer or their insurance administrator toward the cost of health insurance for a 
qualified retiree, his/her qualified spouse, and his/her certifiably dependent children 
with a disability who are living in the household and being cared for by the retiree. 
Under specific conditions, the qualified beneficiaries of members who die while in 
service may also be eligible for the medical subsidy. The eligibility requirements for 
receiving OPEB Plan benefits differ for Group | and Group Il members. The monthly 
Medical Subsidy rates are: 


1 Person - $375.56 

2 Person - $751.12 
1 Person Medicare Supplement - $236.84 
2 Person Medicare Supplement - $473.68 


Contributions 


Pursuant to RSA 100-A:16,II], and the biennial actuarial valuation, funding for the 
medical subsidy payment is via the employer contribution rates set forth by NHRS. 
Employer contributions required to cover that amount of cost not met by the 
members’ contributions are determined by a biennial actuarial valuation by the NHRS 
actuary using the entry age normal funding method and are expressed as a percentage 
of gross payroll. The Town contributed 0.30% of gross payroll for Group ! employees 
and 4.10% of gross payroll for Group Il fire and police department members. 


Employees are not required to contribute. The State Legislature has the authority to 
establish, amend, and discontinue the contribution requirements of the medical 
subsidy plan. 


Actuarial Assumptions and Other Inputs 


The Town’s proportionate share of the NHRS Medical Subsidy as of June 30, 2019 is based 
upon an actuarial valuation performed as of June 30, 2017 (rolled forward to June 30, 
2018) using a measurement date of June 30, 2018. The actuarial valuation used the 
following actuarial assumptions: 
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Price inflation 2.50% 


Wage inflation 3.25% 
Salary increases 5.60% 
Investment rate of return 7.25% 
Discount rate 7.25% 


Mortality rates were based on the RP-2014 healthy annuitant and employee generational 
mortality tables for males and females with credibility adjustments, adjusted for fully 
generational mortality improvements using scale MP-2015, based on the last experience 
study. 


The actuarial assumptions used in the June 30, 2017 valuation were based on the results of 
the most recent experience study, which was for the period July 1, 2010 — June 30, 2015. 


Net OPEB Liability, Expense, and Deferred Outflows and (inflows) 


The Town’s proportionate share of the net NHRS Medical Subsidy (net OPEB liability) as of 
the measurement date of June 30, 2018 was $821,200, representing 0.17936166%. 


For the year ended June 30, 2019, the Town recognized an OPEB expense related to the 
NHRS Medical Subsidy of $287,366. At June 30, 2019, the Town reported deferred 
outflows and inflows of resources related to OPEB from the following sources:

Commitments and Contingencies 


Outstanding Legal Issues - There are several pending legal issues in which the Town is 
involved. The Town’s management is of the opinion that the potential future settlement 
of such claims would not materially affect its financial statements taken as a whole. 


Grants - Amounts received or receivable from grantor agencies are subject to audit and 
adjustment by grantor agencies, principally the federal government. Any disallowed 
claims, including amounts already collected, may constitute a liability of the applicable 
funds. The amount of expenditures which may be disallowed by the grantor cannot be 
determined at this time, although the Town expects such amounts, if any, to be 
immaterial. 


Abatements - There are several cases pending before the New Hampshire Superior Court 
and Bureau of Tax and Land Appeals in regard to alleged discrepancies in property 
assessments. According to the Town’s counsel, the probable outcome of these cases at 
the present time is indeterminable, although the Town expects such amounts, if any, to 
be immaterial. 


Encumbrances — At year-end the Town’s general fund has $147,173 in encumbrances that 
will be honored in the next fiscal year. 


New Pronouncements 


The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has issued Statement No. 84, 
Fiduciary Activities, effective for the Town beginning with its fiscal year ending June 30, 
2020. This statement establishes guidance on how to address the categorization of 
fiduciary activities for financial reporting and how fiduciary activities are to be reported 
and may require reclassification of certain funds. 


The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) has issued Statement No. 87, 
Leases, effective for the Town beginning with its fiscal year ending June 30, 2021. This 
statement establishes new reporting and disclosure requirements, including the recording 
of various operating leases in the financial statements.
